I. A bold charge. It will be remem- 


bered that after the healing of tho latno 
man at the Beautiful Guto of tho temple 
there was a great gathering of people 
'In the porch called Solomon's;" this 
'porch" was a broad plitzzn |uat Inside 
of, and attached to, tho outer wall of the 
temple-area, extending along the Kastein 
side of the Court of tho Gentiles; its 
roof, which was handsomely decorated, 
was supported by two rows of columns 
thirty-seven and one-half feet In bight, 
each out from a single stone. It was a 
convenient and pleasant place for any 
gathering and was often used for such 
purposes. It was natural that the people 
should assemble there; they were aston- 
ished at what bad taken place. They 
knew the condition of the man well and 
they saw the evidences of his cure. Pe- 
ter saw at once an opportunity to preach 
the Gospel to men who needed to hear 
It, too good to be lost. lie had a text 
In the person of the man cured In the 
name of Jesus of Nazareth. He Is no 
longer timid, hesitating, evas'.ve In his 
conduct, bnt bold and positive. lie at 
once begins to speak and goes directly 
to the heart of the case; he disclaims 
any credit for himself and his companion; 
the cure had been wrought by the power 
of God, .the God of their fathers, who 
had glorified his son Jesus by enabling 
men In his name to do such wonderful 
things. He then charges them in de- 
finite terms with having denied the same 
Jesus, refusing to recognize him as the 
Messiah promised by Jehovah and fore- 
told by the prophets; they had determin- 
ed to have Jesus put to death, though 
Pilate, whoso authority they must have, 
was unwilling to give the sentence. 
They had denied the Holy One, had pre- 
ferred to have a notorious robber and 
murderer set free, aud by their persis- 
tent clamor had accomplished their pur- 
poses and secured the ignominious death 
of the Prince of Life. This same Jesus, 
whom they had thus s'.aln, God had rais- 
ed from 'tlm dead; the apostles were 
witnesses of that fact. It was a bold 
charge to be made by an unlearned flshcr- 
mnn with only one friend at hand, so far 
as we know, and made, too, lu this very 
face of the chief men and rulers, police 
and officials, many of whom, no doubt, 
had been engaged in tho very acts which 
ho was condemning. 


Against these men Peter boldly brought

war, and killing people In awful wajar 
Did yon ever look away back Mid •«« 
how the Indiana cam* to hate the whit* 
man«o? It makes me sad to think that 
perhaps little of the trouble would ever 
have been If white men had kept their 
promises. Oh, how they cheated the) 
poor wild men whom they found In this 
new world I From tho very beginning 
of trouble until noiv, It Is really hard to 
flud an account of people who acted to- 
ward the Indians as they promised that 
they would. They seemed constantly to 
be trying to deceive them. 


Let me tell you about Major Waldron. 


It became his duty to arrest some of the 
Pequod Indians. How do you suppose/ 
he did it? He sent out an Invitation to 
all the Indians about Dover to come to 
tbe garrison, as he wanted to have a 
pleasant time with them. They were 
acquainted with him 5 they trusted him; 
and without any thought of danger, they 
came. With them came the Pequod In- 
dians whom he wanted to arrest. lie 
explained to his company that he bad 
planned a sham fight for their amuse- 
ment. He arranged that they should at 
a given signal fire their empty gnns. 
The Indians, ever ready for warlike 
sport, raise their guns and flre just as 
they have been told, doing no damage. 
Now he Is sure that they have nothing 
with which to defend themselves, and la 
an Instant his soldiers surround them, 
taking them all prisoners. Then thej 
were sent to the West Indies and sold as 
slaved. 


And this is very ranch the way In which 


the poor Indians have been managed. 
Do you think it strange that they have 
learned not to trust white people? But 
I said they were all taken prisoners; 
there was one who escaped. In the ex- 
citement of the moment he slipped away, 
aud ran Into a honse near at hand. 


Mrs. Heard lived there. 
A woman 


with a warm heart, and one who believ- 
ed that God made Indians, and that they 
had souls to be saved. She could not 
make up her mind to tell the soldiers 
anything about him. Instead, she hid 
him until they had marched away. 


Indiaus have good memories. It was 


thirteen years afterwards. 
Mujor Wal- 


dron was an old m:tn. Indians were all 
around him, and they ha'd never for- 
gotten how their brothers were treated. 
They thought out a plan by which to 
cheat him, as ho had cheated their race. 
They sent two Indian women to his gar- 
rison to ask if they might stay all night, 
and to say that a party of Indians wera

lessons in industry. 


Minnesota's wheat yield was 32,- 


577,967 bushels from

cls per aero. This is a bettor yield 
per aero by a third of a bushel than 
in 1881. 


The tendency of modern practice 


in manuring with commercial ferti- 
lizers is to use readily soluble anc 
quick-acting manures, but to use 
them sparingly at a time. Little 
and often is the rule. 


Soot contains a small percentage 


of nitrogen. Used alone it makei 
an excellent top dressing for spring 
grain and grass, being quick in its 
action without being loo stimulat- 
ing. It has also tho properly of do 
stroying slugs on winter grain. 


Tho Louisiana sugar planters ad- 


mit that Northern-grown sugar from 
sorghum can successfully compote 
with their product from the tropical 
sugar cane.

A Colorado ranchman has sold 


184 head of tattle for $8,145, aver- 
aging four to five cents per pound 
gross weight.

ering, averaging $1 per head per 
year of the animal's lives. They 
were high grade Shorthorns and 
brought more than tho ordinary pri- 
ces for wild steers.

The trees that are only beau- 


tiful become in time too expensive 
luxuries, as they take up room which 
cannot profitably bo spared. Some 
trees arc valuable for bee forage, as 
soft maple, bass wood and locust. 
The latter is also a valuable timber 
tree, and of late years the locust 
borer rarely troubles it. 


The low price of wheat is greatly 


discouraging to English farmers. 
After seven years of greater or less 
failure, they arc doubting now 
whether a good crop would pay at 
present low prices.

One enter- 
prising young farmer in Ottawa 
went over to the Stales,took. lessons 
in an American creamery, and now 
hti butter tells 10 cents higher than 
that of his neighbors. Hence the

Ucef cattlo have advanced In price 


during tho last five yean 140 per 
cent. The price to Eastern cousU' 
mcrs has not advanced in like ratio, 
for tho reason that part of tho gain 
to the Western farmer comes from 
improved quality, tho same weigh! 
of live animal yielding more and 
better dressed beef. Cheaper truua 
portation is credited with 40 per 
cent, of tho increase, but this advan- 
tage should also bo shared by con- 
sumers in a fair deal. 


Tho mechanical condition of 


good seed bed should bo regulated 
more by tho kind of crop to -bo 
grown than by tho character of the 
soil. Thus barley requires a solid 
bottom and a fluu surface.

mid oals will i not thrive in a very 
loose subsoil, though a lino top is of 
less consequence, to wheat at least 
Itoot crops, on the other hand, re- 
quire ii seed bed which is ncithci 
firm nor loose, but flue and deep 
Grasses and clovers flourish host on 
a linn, hard soil, wilh a lino sur- 
face. 


In Dr. Slurtcvant's experiments 


in sugar-making from Wanshakum 
corn, ou tho 15th of September 
when glazed but not dry enough for 
storage, the stalks gave fifty-seven 
per cent, of juice, containing 2.77 
per cent, of glucose and 5.9G per 
cent, of sugar. 
Three days later 


the stalks yielded fifty per cent, of 
juice, the glucose had increased to 
3.26 per cent, and tho sugar to C.72 
per cent. Still later tho percentage 
of both glucose and sugar rapidly 
decreased, as it probably went into 
the corn in form of starch. 


Illinois farmers arc agitating foi 


bettor roadways. 
The State has 


more steam railways than any other 
iu tho Union, but these are largely 
unavailable, because for six mouths 
in the year tho wagon roads are 
nearly impassable. 
Tho 
favorite 


plan is for counties to issue thirty 
year bunds, and use their proceeds 
in building permanent roads at con 
venicnt distances, leading to rail- 
way stalions. Tho farmers espec- 
ially are anxious to be taxed for 
this good work; but the bonding 
system will throw n large part of 
tho burden on posterity. 


Wet lauds should uot be plowed 


deep until they have been thorough- 
ly drained. Alluvial soils and deep 
clay loams, where the surface and 
subsoils do not materially differ, 
can scarcely bo tilled too deeply. 
Thin soils, however, should not be 
plowed below the available plant 
food. 
It takes twice ns much ma- 


nure to fertilize when it is plowed 
to a depth of ten inches, as when it 
is plowed live inches ; on the other 
hand, by plowing only five Inches 
deep the soil will bo exhausted much 
quicker than when Hie plowing is 
leu iuchcs.

Bent the whites ol 
the two eggs stiff, add a little powdered 
sugar. 
Spread it over the top and 


>rown in a hot oven. 


SLICED TDRMPS.—When, as is otten 


he case, it is found impossible toumh 
urnips so that they are free from lumps 
ind are smooth, do not attempt to servo 
Lucm in tins way; it is much belter to 
acknowledge defeat and send them to 
he table in slices if the turnips are 
arge, and in halves or quarters il they 
ire small. Fut a lump of butter and a 
ittle popper and salt on each piece. 


BREAKFAST DISH.—A breakfast dish 
•Inch is welcome on many tables, is 


made by shaving very thin a piece of 
rozen beef; heat a little butter in a fr,v- 
ng pan, and when hot put the beef in; 
t will cook in five minutes; season 
vith salt and pepper, and serve while 
lot. To vary it you may add one or 
vco beaten eggs to it a minute or f\vo 
'elbre taking it from the fire. 


SUBSTITUTK FOR OitKAM.—Here is a 


ubstitute lor cream, to be used in cof- 
ee: To a pint of milk allow the yolk 
if one egg; beat the egg till very light, 
hen strain it, and stir it in the milk, 
et this on the stove and let it scald, 
hat is, become thoroughly heated, but 
iot boiling.
